Railway. Ho did not say this in deprecation of 
other railway companies, other ontorprises or 
other speculations, but because he firmly be 
Hovod that tho advantages to be derived by tlie 
company undertaking the proposed railway 
were great or t ban by that ottered by any com- 
pany yet. He was assuming that the Qovorn- 
inent of the province would begin and launch 
that railway policy which tho hon. Piovinclal 
Secretary hud spoken so eloquently upon 
tho other day. Ho could not but think 
that tho lion, gentleman had in his mind 
the great necessity of making: a liberal appro- 
print Ion in aid of this enterprise, for the carrying 
out of which be was asking t he 1 louse to incor- 
porate a company.

London, March 27.— Right Hon. John Bright 
died at 8:30 o'clock this morning. Mr. Brlght's 
cud was peaceful, and his physicians say il was 
painless. He had remained in a comatose 
condition since yesterday af tornoon. and died 
without rcgainingconseiousness. All hisfamily 
were present at bis death. 

The Right Hon. John Bright, was n son of Mr. 
Jacob Bright, of| Greonbank, near Rochdale 
England. Ho wits born November 10th, 1811, 
He received a good English education, and when 
quite u young man boeame a member of tho 
firm of John Bright and Bros., cotton spinners 
and manufacturers, of Rochdale, His talent 
for public speaking exhibited itself when ho was 
com pa rat ively a young man. He addressed local 
audiences on social and politico-economical 
topics and delivered a series of lectures em- 
bodying bis reminiscences of a lour in t he Holy 
Land In 1835. lie began to take an interest in 
politics as early as 1831. He was an ardent 
radical. Ho entered the anti-corn law agitation 
and became one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of tho league. In 1813 he ran bis llrst elec- 
tion, which was for I he city of Durham. Lord 
Dnngannon was his opponent, lie was beaten. 
Lord Dungunnon was unseated, and .Mr. Bright 
contested the scat, again. This time he was 
victorious. His maiden speech in parliament 
was made in August, 1813, on Mr. Hwart's 
motion to extend tho principles of free trade. 
Mr. Bright soon gainod for himself an influ- 
ential position in parliament. He was a zealous 
free trader, and did much to establish the free 
trade policy in Groat Britain. He was Mr. 
Cobden's most cllleionl co-laborer. In ISoL'. lie 
was elected for Manchester, and the attitude 
lie took with regard lo Great Britain's for- 
eign policy earned for him the unde- 
niable distinction of being a "peace at 
any price" statesman. He denounced 
the policy of thu Russian war, but being seized 
w ith a severe at tack of illness al the time he 
was unable to oiler the opposlt ion be intended. 
He continued a steady opponent of war, and 
was a staunch advocate for progress and re- 
form, in iSo7 ho was elected as one of the rep- 
resentatives for Birmingham, which seat he 
hold up lo the period of bis do ith. He tool 
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eloquently expressed sympathy with the North 
during the civil war. In ISiVi ho visited Ireland 
on tin invitation signed by upwards of twenty 
Irish Liberal members of parliament. He was 
enthusiastically welcomed by the warm-hearted 
Irishmen whose sincere an I consistent friend he 
had been up to that time. In 1868 ho became 
a member of the Gladstone government as presi- 
dent of the board of trade. He did not hold olllce 
loug, being compelled on account ot ill-beahh 
to retire in 1870. Ho joined the ministry after 
restoration to health In 1873. when be was ap- 
pointed chancellor of thu Duchy of Lancaster. 
He went out of olllce in 1874, on the defeat of 
tlie liberal party. When tho liberals returned 
to power In May, lSXii. Mr, Bright was again ap- 
pointed chancellor of tho Duchy of Lancaster. 
His principles not permitting him to npprovoof 
tho policy of the government with regard to 
Egypt, he resigned his olllce. Flo disagreed 
with Mr. Gladstone on I be home Rule question 
and used all his Influence to strengthen the 
unionist party. His Intorosl In public affairs 
continued almost to the day of his death. John 
Bright was deservedly honored both for his 
grout eloquence and the purity of bis life. He 
was both as a statesman and a private citizen 
above reproach.

TUB GREAT DEBATE. 

Our Ottawa telegram of yosterday told 
us that the groat debate on the Jesuit 
Act was opened at last. The crowds who 
filled the galleries of the Ciouse of Coin- 
!- iris must have boon disappointed for 
to of tho loading men of either party 
,oko. Col. i I'brien who sot tlio ball of 
(.abate rolling is a very worthy man. He 
is well educated and intelligent, but he 
does nut shine as an orator. Besides 
being a layman he could nut deal with the 
legal aspect of the case, and the question 
< if disallowance 1ms become one mainly of 
constitutional law. Is tho Act iiMra vires 
or inti a vires — in plain English, had the 
Quebec Legislature the power to pass it 
or not I appears to be the question which 
tho House of Commons is called up' mi to 
decide. This is a dry question of law with 
which gentlemen of the long robe alono 
are Competent to deal. A plain blunt 
soldierlike Col. O'Brien would sunn get 
bewildered in the intricacies of an ab- 
struse legal argument, lie indeed would 
hardly he rash enough to attempt to dis- 
cuss the legal points involved in the ques- 
tion. Ami the legal points are the only 
ones that are in the llou.se of Commons 
really important. On the division of tho 
resolution relating to the use of the pre- 
rogative of disallowance a large 
proportion oi the mouthers of the 
House have alieady nude tip their 
minds. The Liberals hold that if a law is 
within tho jurisdiction of the provinces 
and is in other respects constitutional 
it should receive the Band ion of the Gov- 
ernor-General as a matter of course. They 
have decided that t<> admit the ex- 
pediency of using that power even on 
such plausible pretexts as tho protection 
of the rights of theminority, the preserva- 
tion of the fundamental principles of con- 
stituents, and for safe-guarding tho gen- 
eral interests of the people" is dangerous. 
We may say here that we suspect, that tho 
words "fundamental principles of consti- 
tuents" should read "fundamental prin- 
ciples of the constitution." If a mistake 
has been madt in transmission there will 
not bo a great deal of harm done. For 
preserving the fundamental principles of 
the constitution is a nice sounding phrase, 
hut it is exceedingly indefinite. It is a 
little difficult totell what the fundamental 
principles of the British constitution are. 
If a law passed by a provincial legislature 
is in accordance with the British North 
America Act and if if does not clash 
with laws passed by the Federal legisla- 
ture it is safe, we think, to take for 
granted that it does mil violate any of the 
fundamental principles of the constitu- 
tion. The minority in each of the prov- 
inces is supposed to bo able to take care 
of itself, and Liberals hold that the 
provincial legislatures ate quite as able to 
safe-guard the general interests of the 
people under their jurisdiction as is the 
Government of the Dominion. The Liber- 
als will, therefore, have to disagree with 
the. greater part of the lirst division 
of the resolution. If Col. O'Brien cannot 
prove to them that the Quebec Legisla- 
ture had no power under I he constitution 
to pass the Jesuits Act, his eloquence will 
ho thrown away upon them, and this is 
precisely t he pari with which the gallant 
colonel is not competent to deal. Neither 
Mr. Barron nor Mr. Clarke Wallace 
make much headway 
,s t he most important 
Mr. Itykort is not

tho newspapers before it reaches tho 
House or Commons, ami the members, 
even the ablest and hunt informed of 
them, can do no more than put their own 
dross on facts and arguments that the edi- 
tors have for months, perhaps, neon serv- 
ing up to the public 111 a hundred forms. 
This Jesuit question is one of those well 
discussed subjects, it has been debated 
in the newspapers, at public meet- 
ings of many kinds and in tho 
pulpit, in Ontario and Quebec par- 
ticularly, it has been tho theme 
of so many discourses that he must be a 
clover man indeed who can say anything 
upon it that is new or striking. The stale- 
uess of the subject, tho conviction that 
t hey must say what others have said lie- 
fore them, no doubt acts as a damper on 
the really able men of the House, and it, 
is no wonder that they are reluctant to 
speak on a subject which has already be- 
come hackneyed. This conviction seems to 
have no such depressing effect on the light- 
weights of the Legislature. A topic is 
never too stale for them. A debate is 
pretty well over before Lhuy am educated 
up to tho speaking point, and when once 
they are loaded and primed they must go 
off if they empty the House. 

When the lawyers come to speak they 
may have something fresh to say on the 
subject. It appears that they are divid- 
ed. Mr. Dalton M'Carthy, who is one of 
the best lawyers in the Dominion, does 
not agree with Sir John Thompson, but 
rumor has it that Mr. Blake believes that 
the Act is within the competency of the 
Quebec Legislature. It does not seem to 
bo known whether he intends to speak or 
not. When Mr. M'Carthy, Sir John 
Thompson mid Mr. Blake have spoken on 
the subject there will be but little to be 
said on the legal aspect of the question. 
Anyone who expects the speeches of those 
gentlemen to be anything but cold dispas- 
sionate specimens of forensic reasoning, 
will be greatly mistaken. There will not 
be anything like what the frequenters of 
the galleries consider fun in the House 
when the really able men tire speakin 
upon the Jesuits Act. We should not be 
at all surprised to learn that the great do 
bate will bo pronounced dull by live 
sixths of those who hear it.

We baldly think that his speech 
would make a very great, impression on 
the audience, or throw much light on the 
subject under discussion, Mr. Colby is 
a gentleman of culture and ability, 
and it is certain thul he would nol 
undertake to speak on a subject ol 
audi importance unless he was well pre- 
pared. The speech thai ho would maki 
would he worthy of the subject and the 
occasion. The lion. Peter Mitchell can 
make B sharp speech and an amusing one, 
but he is not loud of heavy subjects. 
Take it altogether wo would say that the 
great, debate has nol had a very auspicious 
opening, .and tlmso who came to bo in- 
structed or excited Would be likely to be 
considerably disappointed. The men who 
could speak effectively on the subject 
were silent. 

But after all the intelligent reader id 
tho newspapers will hear very little from 
even the great guns of the House on the 
Jesuit question that they had nol heard 01 
read befoi o. [I isasl onishing how litt let hero 
is to be said to the purpose on any ques- 
tion.

It is hard for a small man to hide his 
sniallness let him have ever so good 
chance of concealment. When an odito 
abandons the subject under discussion t 
make guesses as to the authorship of 
contemporary's articles he labels himself 
"little" in bis; capital letters. Whal 
does tho public care about the secrets of 
the sanctum. If an article is good and to 
the point it is approved of and liked, am 
if it is dull and stupid they condemn it 
The article is judged liko other commod 
ities by its quality. Who the author i: 
is no one's concern. The personality o 
I he writer cannot make a bad articli 
good or a good article bad. But small 
minded scribblers cannot get this obvious 
t nit h into their lilliputian skulls. They 
are perpetually making allusions to then 
opponents or rivals, which are as silly as 
they are impertinent. This habit is 
grossly unprofessional, and has been 
abandoned by all jourralists who know 
their business. Vet the editor of the 
News- Advertiser clings to it. He makes 
guesses about the authorship of articles 
in Tut: Colon ist, which ought to con 
since the public that he is too nar- 
row-minded a man to deal intelligently 
and impartially with subjects of public in- 
terest, and which demonstrate to us that 
he is lamentably wanting in literary dis- 
cernment Ai we have said the author- 
ship of the articles has nothing whatever 
to do with their merit or with the subjects 
discussed in them; and we know that the 
News-Advertiser's conjectures are ridicul- 
ously wide of the in irk. Although it is 
no business of his we will for once answer 
a fool according to his folly, and tell the 
News-Advertiser guesser that the articles 
which he attributes to outsiders were 
written by the editor of this paper ami 
with no other information than is afforded 
by public documents, open to all. If ou 
contemporary wore as sagacious as h 
would have his readers believe him to b 
he would have known this without bein 
told. His surmises merely prove his 
stupidity. For our own part, now that 
we have had such convincing proofs of 
his ineptitude, we merely laugh when we 
see him guessing at anything. We know 
him to be about the worst guesser alive, 
and therefore conclude that he is a 
thousand thne3 more likely to be absurdly 
w rong than right. Would it not be better 
for the editor of the News- Advertiser to 
drop the guessing business and confine 
himself to the discussion of his subjects 
without rambling oil' into personalities 
and impertinences. If he did so he would 
save space and would be less wearisome 
to his readers, which would be two great 
points gained, and he might if the reform- 
ation Were complete. Convince some of 
Ins readers that he was, at least, begin- 
ning to learn how to do journalistic work. 



WIIA '/' IS THE MATTE lit 

It is surprising that so little progress 
has been made in settling the claims of 
the owners of the Canadian sealing 
schooners that were seized by the United 
States revenue cruisers in the summer of 
L887. These men were deprived of their 
property as they consider, unlawfully. 
They were pursuing their lawful avocation 
on the high seas more than a "hundred 
miles from land. The vessels wen- 
boarded by a foreign ship of war, the 
crews were imprisoned and their prop- 
erty was taken from them by force. They 
protested against this ill-usage and made 
tho necessary representations to the gov- 
ernment which was bound to protect 
them. But, that government, has not yet 
proved its ability to shield them from 
what they regard as open robbery. It 
does not appear that either tho British or 
the Canadian government recognizes the 
claim of tho United States to exercise ex- 
clusive jurisdiction over that part of the 
Pacific ocean that goes under the name of 
Bohriug's sea. They, we bolieve, question 
tho validity of that claim, but althougl 
this is the ease these loyal Canadians, 
these subjects of Queen Victoria, have 
not, been able to get, reparation for 
iho very great injustice I hat, has 
been done them. Tlloy aie not 
rich men and they feel acutely 
t he loss of their ships and ol her property. 
It is not surprising that they are becoming 
impatient ami question the willingness ol 
the government to proteel them in flic 
exercise id' their lawful calling. They are 
ready to make allowance foi the slowness 
of the movements of governments, hul 

they think thai BoUIOlhillg might, he done 
in the very considerable period that lias 
elapsed since the seizures were made. 

The delay in settling this matter pro- 
duces other serious results, It makes the 
British subjects who are now engaged 
in this fur seal lisla ry uncertain 
as to what may befall them. 
They do not. know how soon the fate 
of the owners of t he seized schooners may 
ba theirs, and they have no assurance, if 
they are seized illegally, that tho govern- 
ment under whose Hag their ships sail is 
prepared to obtain reparation for them. 
They think that honest subjects of the 
Queen of (ireat Britain should not, be ex- 
posed to seizure and ill-usage on the high 
seas by the Hhips of uuy nation in the 
world. It is something new for British 
seamen engaged in a lawful business to 
fear interruption from tho otlicials of a 
foreign nation. They have not. boon ac- 
customed to do their work in 
fear and trembling. An end should be 
put to this condition of uncertainty, 
Vhk'll has a very injurious oll'ect 
on an important branch of British Colum- 



bia industry. If the British Government 
recognizes the claim of tho United States 
to exclusive jurisdiction over Behnng's 
soa, it is only right that its subjects, here 
and elsewhere, should In made aware of 
the.. fact without delay. If the Govern- 
ment does not allow that claim, those 
British subjects who have been made to 
sutler on account of its assertion by the 
United States, should have compensation 
for the losses that have been inflicted on 
them; and the uncertainty and the danger 
that hang over the sealing industry of the 
province, should be removed without any 
unnecessary delay. We, for our part, do 
not for a moment question the ability and 
the willingness of the British Government 
to protect till its subjects everywhere and 
to obtain satisfaction for any injury that 
may he dune them, but we do think that 
those whom that Government employs to 
do its work, are not always as zealous or 
as energetic as they might be, or as the 
occasion demands, They sometimes need 
looking after, and are none the worse for 
being reminded now and then, that they 
might discharge I heir duties more effi- 
ciently.

Sir W. Moore, 1 ite Burgeon-General with 
Hit; Government of Bombay, has a paper In 
tin) Hosplta on '-The immediate Treatment 
or Accident uml Sudden Illness," iit which 
be states tltat only ihe otiior day he wits 
passing Kensington Gardens, when he oh 
served nn old man being supported by two 
other persons, and encouraged to cling to 
the railings, so as to maintain an upright 
posture. A glance showed what was the 
matter with the old man. Ho had been 
Btnick by cardiac failure, or serious a >o- 
plrxy, or that variety of the malady ia 
which the face is pale, and the circulation 
of the blood fulling. His pulse was feeble 
iiiul intermittent, ami there was evident 
paralysis on one sulo of the body, Now, 
what ought to have been done in sU'h a 
case! The poor old mini should have, been 
laid on rigli; side full length, bis collar 
should have been opened, be should have 
been allowed plenty if fresh air, and his 
legs, feet anil hands should have been well 
rubbed. Then, when the ii rat shock of the 
malady bad passed away, he ought to have 
been carried, still in the recumbent posture, 
to tho nearest Hospital. Again, another in- 
stance. Only a few days bade, in the Ham- 
mersmith road, two buys were knocked 
down by a cab. One escaped with little in- 
jury, the other got concussion of the brain. 
He was almost senseless, speechless, cold 
and pallid. The same plan ought to hav I 
been pursued as in the case of tho old man; 
but instead of this, tin.' boy was sur- 
rounded by u dense crowd of inquisitive 
people, and one good but mistaken Samari- 
tan was supporting tho injured youth in an 
upright position on his knee. After a time 
the poor boy was dragged away on his 
legs, being well shaken ami jostled in the 
process. Yet a third instance, in Hyde 
Park, one recent Sunday, a person was 
taken in an epileptic lit. One bystander 
wisely ran for water; others carried tho 
epileptic to a bench, on which lie was seated. 
Now, in epilepsy there is a great struggling, 
the limbs are convulsed, ami tin 1 tongue is 
very liable to ho protruded between tho 
teeth and severely bitten. Tins accident 
should be guarded against by placing some- 
thing, as a small piece ol soft wood, toil 
large to slip into the mouth, between tho 
teeth ; and the person should be simply pre- 
vented injuring himself in bis struggles un- 
til the lit passes away. But nothing of tho 
kind was attempted; the consequence being 
that the tongue was bitten, and the limbs of 
Ihe epileptic were bruised against l he hard 
wood of thi> bench on which he was sealed 
and held. Had lie been placed on the soft 
grass and left aioae he would have injured 
himself less. 

The following are rules which may bo 
safely adopted in cases ol accident and sud- 
ilea illness. Place the person on tho 
ground or door lying toward the right side, 
and with the head raised to the level of tho 
body by a pillow, folded coat or other soft 
substance. Then unbutton or split open 
any clothing pressing upon the neck or 
chest. The face and chest should hi) 
sprinkled with cold water, and some cold 
water may he given to drink if the power 
of swallowing remains. Wine, brandy or 
Other liquor should not ije hastily given 
without evidence of their being needed. Ex- 
Bmine the lead and limbs separately. 
The prominent pans of the limbs may be 
examined with very littlo movement of the 
body. If it is necessary to move a person 
after any injury, especially of tin.' head, tho 
person should be carried while lying down, 
lie should not bo allowed to sit upright in n 
Vehicle or to walk. See that the person is 
allowed plenty of fresh air. The hislorvof 
the accident should be obtained, and when 
icndiug for a surgeon tue message 
be as clear as possible, and, if 
ticable, a written one. 

The most common maladies which occur 
suddenly to people in the streets of large 
towns arc apoplectic and epileptic at 
tacks, maladies depending on heart affec- 
tions, and drunken fits, although, perhaps, 
the latter should not bo classed under the 
head maladies. Kul it is necessary todis 
tinguish apoplexy and epilepsy from "dead 
drunk," as it is called, ami also poisoning 
by opium. Apoplexy is known from epi- 
lepsy by the pulling or snoring breathing 
which occurs in the former malady. In epi- 
lepsy there is nn struggling of the limbs, 
the eyes are turned up under the lids, so 
that, the whites only are visible, and the 
person generally fall.-, down with aloud cry, 
uone of which arc the symptoms of apo- 
plexy. Apoplexy is to be distinguished 
from affections due to the heart, because in 
the latter maladies the symptoms are very

Lastly, if aay movements occur in drunk- 
enness they will he of the limbs, whereas 
movement is usually restricted to one side 
of the body ia apoplexy. From poisoning 
by opium apoplexy is best distinguished by 
the history of the ease: by the smell of 
opium in the breath; by both pupds of the 
eyes being very small and contracted; by 
the fact that the palieut may be roused, al- 
though he docs not then bubble as in the 
drunken lit, but immediately goes to Bleep 
again. 

If all that has been advanced can not bo 
held in recollection the condensed rulus 
may certainly be remembered, viz. i Fust, 
in all cases of accident or sudden illness ha 
the person bo down, and do not assist him 
to maintain the upright posture; secondly, 
lethimbavo plenty of fresh air; thirdly, 
unloose all clothing round Ihe neck and 
chest; fourthly, convey the patient, still in 
tho recumbent position, to the nearest 
hospital. .Stretchers fortius purpose ought 
to be available at known points, or at least 
at every police station.

An Embezzler, Driven Insane by Ills Mis- 
deeds, Murders Bis Family. 

A. Harvey, 
bookkeeper tor J. W. Lyon, and at one lime ue- 
cuuntunt for ES, It. Clarkeon.of Toronto, was or- 
rested this morning for embezzling $4,000 from 
his cm ploy or.

THE WAY IT SHOULD BE DONE. 



To tiii: EniTOK: — The President of the Coun- 
cil and Mr. Duck, during the discussion of the 
Municipality Bill, more particularly that por- 
tion relating to "taxes on improvements," 
vide 'i'iiiit.i this date, voice the sentiments 
of iho majority of the people of ibis 
oily, and their hands should ho strengthened 
by a petition reading: "Whereas, il is unjusl 
that one man should be taxed mere for making 
land Useful und employing labor on it than 
another is taxed for holding land idle and keep- 
ing labor oil' ii; theroforo we, the citizens of 
Victoria, petition your honorable body to make 
such amondmonts to the Municipal Bill as will 
permit the exemption of poi-souo<r»roporty and 
improvements on laud from all t&x'ation." 

These are the reasons. To levy a lax on 
buildings and improvements is virtually to 
place a line upon Industry and enterprise. The 
mall who holds land in a growing locality 
escapes any adequate degree of taxation, does 
nothing to promote the welfare of the commun- 
ity. and profits from the industry and entoi- 
prizo of his neighbors, who niiike improvements 
and give employment to labor. Under tho 
present svslem ol taxation the drone is reward- 
ed, and I lie active, energetic worker is lined by 
having his taxes increased. IJiulor such a sys- 
tem of taxation as is advocated in the above 
pet ii ion, there would be a dirccl inducement 
for men to improve thoir land rather than to 
permit il I o lie idle, or lo lease or sell il al 
reasonable ligures lo those who would improve 
il. Capitalists would see their way clear to put 
their money into buildings without incurring 
an additional lax I hat comes near cut ing up all 
tho profits, and land monopolists could no 
longer atl'ord lo stand across I he path of legiti- 
mate development by holding on to property in 
the heart of this city. In the country farmers 
could in like manner Invest their surplus ac- 
cumulations in houses, barns, drainage and 
other improvements without incurring the on- 
slaught of I he assessor lo raise his valuation.
